New York, January 13.—The Thaw 
trial moved with a rush today. After 
the state had presented its direct case 
and Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
had characterized the killing of Stan- 
ford White as “a premediated, delib- 
erate and cowardly murder,” Martin W. 
Littleton, for ¢ffe defense. made the 
opening plea for the prisoner. His 
promise of new evidence was sensa- 
tional. 

Mr. Littleton promised to forge a 
chain of circumstances, and to produce 
a line of testimony which will prove 
Harry K. Thaw undeniably insane at 
the time of the homicide, evidence of 
hereditary insanity and of strange, un- 
usual acts of Thaw was told of by Mr.

The. sucess- 
ful flight was made in the presence ot 
an official committee of the Aero Club. 
The time was | minute and 28 seconds. 

Farman's feat was-accomplished in a' 
brilllant and impressive manner. Thc 
filght took place over a field at Issick, 
five miles southwest of Paris, in the!

mont, Count ibe La Vaulx, Captain Fer- 
ber, M. Bleerlot and a score of other en- 
thusiastic aeronauts and about five 
hundred specators. With the pre..mi- 
nary run of a hundred yards over the 
ground, the aeroplane had risen to 4 
height of !I2 or 15 feet before it reach- 
ed the starting pole.

Fairness or Unfaimess of Ala- 
bama Laws Comes to Test 


JUDGE JONES WILL DECIDE 


First Division of Argument Will Be 
Devoted to Supplemental Bills; 
Second, an Investigation of 
Rate Laws Adopted by 
Three Sessions of 
Legislature.

Montgomery, Ala., January 13.—Tne 
contest between the state and ine 
railroads over the new rate laws did not 
advance further today in tne United 
States court than the fixing of hours 
and dates for the hearing of arguments, 
which ‘will begin tomorrow. The €n- 


tire day was consumed in conferences’ 
in open court between the lawyers ana 
Judge Jones, the routine being illum- 
ined. occasionally with remarks tlmt 
bore decidedly on the ewents that are 
to be developed. 

It was agreed that the opening argu- 
ment tomorrow morning will be  de- 
livered py former Congressman Sianey 
J. Bowie. Former Senator John C., 
Spooner will deliver his argument well 
down the line of speakers, possibly on 
the last day. For the railroads, Greg- 
ory lL. Smith, of Mobile, will close, and 
former Chief Justice S. D. Weakley will 
close for the state. 

It has been agreed by the lawyers and 
confirmed by Judge Jones that the first 
division of the arguments shall be de- 
voted to the status of the supplemental! 
bills filed by the railroads subsequent to 
the November session .of the legisia- 
ture. Judge Jones will rule on this 
question ‘before he enters upon the 
larger and more important issue in- 
volved in the case 

Until the judge rules upon this point 
raised against the supplemental bills, the 
lawyers admit they do not know 
whether they are in court or not. 


Division of Argument, 


If the court should rule that the sup- 
plemental bills are proper, the court 
and the attorneys will then plunge into 
the main issue—the fairness or the un- 
fairness of the rates adopted by the 
Alabama legislature. The settlement of 
the issue raised by the attorneys for 
the state on the validity of the sup- 
plemental bills will advance the case [to 
the main issue—whether or not the new 
rates are confiscatory, as alleged by the 
railroads. The state's attorneys ask, in 
their motion, that the temporary  in- 
junction or restraining orders be dis- 
missed pending an investigation of tne 
merits of the case. It is, therefore, the 
wish of the state's attorneys that the 
restraining orders be withdrawn while 
the court {fs conducting an investiga- 
tion into the reasonableness of the chal- 
lenged rates. 

The second division of the arguments 
as agreed upon today will embrace the 
investigation of the justice of the rate 
laws adopted at the three sessions of 
the legislature of 1907, provided ‘hat 
Judge Jones does not hold that the sup- 
plemental bills as found by the railroads 
do not properly place them in court. 
In deciding this feature of the case 
the court will decide if the administra- 
tion was successful in passing at the 
November session laws which would 
keep the railroads out of the federal 
court. The claim of the state in the 


first division of the case is that the 


acts of the November session ousted 
the jurisdiction of the federal court. 
Senator Spooner on Hand. 
Today, while the attorneys were ar- 
ranging the program of the speakers 
for the hearing, Judge Jones said: 
“What will we do with Senator Spoon-| 
er over here? Nobody seems to have 
provided him with a place to speak.”

Editor Constitution: I have always 
advocated the growing on each and 
every farm of all necessary food crops, 
and after this aH the cotton possible. 
The high price of food products ought 
to teach every farmer the present urgent 
necessity for an increased acreage in 
these crops the coming season. 

There are thousands of people in every 
town and village throughout the south 
who will find it necessary, within the 
next sixty days, to leave their present 
places of abode and seek a livelihood 
somewhere else. These people will nec- 
essarily go to the farms, and I predict 
a greater abundance of farm labor 
throughout the entire south for the pres- 
ent year than for many years past, and 
unless it is brought to the immediate 
aitention of all the farmers we will have 
a large increase in the cotton acreage. 

While the present indications are that 
the worst of financial conditions are 
over, I am still fearful that normal con- 
ditions will not come about as speedily 
as some think. The return to normal 
conditions is more in the hands of the 
farmers than any other class of people. 
Hard times hurts the man least who 
has at home plenty to eat, and I:urge 
upon every man in the south, no mat- 
ter what his vocation may be, to take it 
upon -himself to Keep this idea in front 
of our farmers, 

Wth so many thousandsgof people out 
of employment, necessarily the demand 
for cotton goods the coming season will 
be lesesned, and a small cotton crop only 
will be needed, A man may be out of em- 
goyment, and unable to buy dry goods, 
and yet must eat and there will be no 
diminution in the demand for food, and 
the cotton growers of the south, above 
all need cheap food crops if 
they would maintain the price of cotton,
